Proposed budget 
unlikely to pass but 
provides policy insight

WASHINGTON President Obama released his 
fiscal year 2015 budget request to Congress on 
Tuesday, and lawmakers will promptly ignore 
it. The proposal has almost no chance of pas- 
sage in Congress, where Republicans control 
the House, but it lays out Obama’s policy 
priorities ahead of November congressional 
elections. 

The budget plan covers less than a third of 
the approximately $3.5 trillion the govern- 
ment is likely to spend next year. The rest will 
be doled out automatically through federal 
benefits programs that mostly care for the 
elderly and poor, including Social Security, 


Medicare and Medicaid. 
Here are a handful of the president’s spend- 
ing and tax proposals. 


Defense spending 

The president wants to shrink the Army to its 
lowest level since before World War II, elimi- 
nate the popular A-10 aircraft and reduce mil- 
itary benefits. The Pentagon’s budget for the 
2015 fiscal year beginning in October is an es- 
timated $496 billion, about the same amount 
as the current fiscal year. 


Transportation projects 

Obama wants a four-year, $302 billion plan 
to repair deteriorating roads and bridges and 
fund transit projects. He has said he would 
raise $150 billion in new money by ending 
some tax breaks for businesses as part of a 
corporate tax reform that would also lower 


tax rates. Democrats and Republicans agree 
on the need to spruce up the nation’s surface 
transportation system, but disagree on how 
to fund the work. 


Manufacturing technology 

The president wants to “fully realize” his plan 
to build 45 manufacturing innovation cen- 
ters. These are hubs that take advantage of 
universities and businesses located close to 
one another to share technology and ideas 
before products reach the commercial phase. 
Obama has announced four such centers so 
far, including one in Chicago. 


Gun control 

Almost a year after the Senate defeated gun 
control legislation prompted by the Newtown, 
Conn., school massacre, Obama proposed 
spending $182 million to address mass shoot- 


ings. That includes school safety research, a 
$22 million boost for the agency that inspects 
gun shops and funds for technology to prevent 
unauthorized users from firing a gun. 


Minimum wage 

Obama’s budget calls on Congress to lift the 
minimum wage to $10.10 per hour and index 
it to inflation going forward. The president 
already signed an executive order setting that 
as the minimum for federal contract workers. 
The White House budget also proposed a 1 
percent pay raise for all federal workers. 


Coins 
Obama floated the idea of using cheaper 
metals to make pennies and nickels. The 
Treasury Department has been reviewing the 
coins’ production, which has not changed in 
decades.

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Drivers, riders in a jam over proposed bus-only lanes

Want to see a fight? Head over to Ashland Av- 
enue, where a controversy is pitting car driv- 
ers against transit riders. 

On one side is Michael Whalen, who lives 
near Cermak Road and Ashland Avenue on the 
Lower West Side. He

bus-only lane will replace a car lane in each 
direction. She also opposes the city’s plan to 
severely curb the ability to make left turns on 
Ashland Avenue. 

“Traffic on Ashland is frequently terrible, 
and I don’t think that there are enough bus 
riders to justify tak 
ing up two lanes of 
traffic on a main 
artery in the city,” 
said Mathews, 31. “It 
sounds like driving 
on Ashland is going 
to be a nightmare.” 

Welcome to the 

us rapid transit de- 
bate. As the city and 
the CTA prepare to 
introduce bus rapid 
transit—a form of 
express bus service 
that generally includes bus-only lanes and 
early green lights for buses—this year in the 
Loop, there is already negative connotation 
attached to the “bus rapid transit” term as 
tensions flare over the Ashland proposal. 

In the Loop, the city is expected to break 
ground this year on bus-only lanes on four 
streets to speed bus service for six routes.

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While the city irons out its $32 million 
Loop construction plan, it is grappling with 
devising an express bus service program on 
Ashland Avenue that satisfies transit riders 
like Whalen, who want faster and reliable ser- 
vice, and business owners and residents like 
Mathews, who worry that traffic on Ashland 
Avenue will be impossible to navigate. 

RedEye examines the battle over the city’s 
bus rapid transit plans and their potential ef- 
fect on Chicago. 


What is bus rapid transit? 
Bus rapid transit, or BRT, typically relies 
on bus-only lanes and traffic signal priority 
for buses to mimic the speed of train travel. 
There are various forms of bus rapid transit 
in cities including Cleveland and Mexico City. 

Chicago introduced a version of bus rapid 
transit in 2012 on a stretch of Jeffery Boule- 
vard on the South Side that has allowed CTA 
buses to travel in dedicated lanes during rush 
hour. The city plans to begin work on a Loop 
system this year. It aims to have it up and 
running on Ashland Avenue in 2016. 

The Loop project calls for dedicated bus 
lanes on Washington, Madison, Clinton and 


Canal streets and early green lights for the 
Nos. J14-Jeffery Jump, 20-Madison, 56-Mil- 
waukee, 60-Blue Island/26th, 124-Navy Pier 
and 157-Streeterville as they make their way 
through downtown. 

Nearly 30,000 commuters would benefit 
from this project, the Chicago Department 
of Transportation says. 

The Ashland Avenue proposal would 
stretch from Irving Park Road to 
95th Street. The first phase would focus on 
Ashland Avenue between the Metra Cly- 
bourn and Ashland Orange Line stations. 

The proposal calls for dedicated bus lanes 
in each direction, which would eliminate a 
travel lane in each direction. In the plan’s 
current form, nearly 90 percent of left 
turns also would be axed. About 92 percent 
of parking on Ashland Avenue would be re- 
tained. 

The express Ashland bus would stop every 
half-mile, and riders would see an increase 
of bus speeds up to 83 percent, the CTA 
says. The current No. 9-Ashland bus would 
still remain and make all the stops. About 
10.2 million riders took that bus in 2012, 
making it the top bus in ridership. 


Why is it so controversial? 

Most of the controversy focuses on the Ash- 
land proposal. Proponents of the plan say that 
the current Ashland bus is too slow and un- 
reliable, and that these changes would elimi- 
nate bus bunching (when buses arrive in pairs) 
and gaps in service. BRT enthusiasts said the 
features are needed especially since the CTA 
eliminated an Ashland express bus four years 
ago as part of service cuts. 

Opponents say car travel on Ashland Av- 
enue would be too slow because cars and the 
local Ashland bus would be forced into one 
lane. At CTA hearings, some residents who 
live near Ashland Avenue have said they are 
concerned that traffic would be diverted to 
their side streets. Some business owners also 
have said they worry that left-turn removal 
would affect the way patrons and shipments 
would get to their companies. 


How much will it cost, and who pays for it? 

The $11 million Jeffery Boulevard pilot pro- 
gram was paid for by federal funds. The 
Loop project is expected to cost about 
$32 million— $24.6 million comes from a fed- 
eral grant while $7.3 million is from tax incre- 


ment financing, money intended to promote 
development in certain areas of the city. 

The Ashland program, meanwhile, is esti- 
mated to cost $160 million and lacks a clear 
funding source but would be eligible for fed- 
eral funding. The money would go toward 
the construction of lanes, center stations and 
more than 75 blocks of new streetscaping, 
among other features. 


What is the next step for these projects? 

The Jeffery project was supposed to see 
traffic-signal priority for buses last year, but 
that feature was delayed. Final traffic signal 
testing is continuing and should be ready for 
deployment this spring, CDOT spokesman 
Pete Scales said. For the Loop plan, CDOT is 
still in the planning stages but expects to have 
an announcement about construction time- 
tables this spring, Scales said. 

On the Ashland Avenue proposal, the CTA 
recently received 1,100 public comments on 
the draft assessment of the project’s impact. 
The Federal Transit Administration must ap- 
prove the final environmental assessment, 
which is expected to be out in the spring.

Putin defends actions 


MOSCOW President Vladimir Putin delivered 
a robust defense of Russia’s actions in Crimea 
on Tuesday and said he would use force in 
Ukraine only as a last resort, easing market 
fears that East-West tension over the former 
Soviet republic could lead to war. 

But tension remained high on the ground. 
Russian forces fired warning shots in a con- 
frontation with Ukrainian servicemen at an 
air base, and Russian navy ships were report- 
ed to have blockaded the strait separating the 
Ukrainian Black Sea peninsula from Russia. 

At his first news conference since the crisis 
began, Putin said Russia reserved the right to 
use all options to protect compatriots who 
were living in “terror” in Ukraine, but force 
was not needed for now. 

Putin denied the Russian armed forces 
were directly engaged in the bloodless seizure 
of Crimea, saying the uniformed troops with- 
out national insignia were “local self-defense 
forces.” 

‘As for bringing in forces, for now there is 
no such need, but such a possibility exists,” 
he said. “What could serve as a reason to use 


military force? It would naturally be the last 
resort. Absolutely the last.” 

Western sanctions under consideration 
against Russia would be counter-productive, 
he said. A senior US. official said Washington 
was ready to impose them in days rather than 
weeks. The Russian Foreign Ministry warned 
that Moscow would retaliate. 

In Washington, President Obama acknowl- 
edged that Russia had legitimate interests in 
Ukraine but said that did not give Putin the 
right to intervene militarily. 

“President Putin seems to have a different 
set of lawyers making a different set of inter- 
pretations,” Obama said. “But I don’t think 
that’s fooling anybody.” 

US. Secretary of State John Kerry, in Kiev, 
met Ukraine’s interim leaders and announced 
a $1 billion economic package and technical 
assistance for the new government. 

Canadian Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
said Tuesday that the Group of Seven lead- 
ing industrialized nations were considering 
meeting in the near future, a move that would 
pointedly exclude Russia.

The Colbert Bump is in full effect for Lake 
Street Dive. 

In early February the soul/jazz collective 
performed “You Go Down Smooth” on “The 
Colbert Report,” and a week later its 2012 EP,

“I Want You Back” went viral, and last year 
the group played with the likes of Jack White 
and Marcus Mumford at New York’s Town 
Hall during “Another Day, Another Time,” 
a concert celebrating the music of the Coen 
Brothers’ “Inside Llewyn Davis.”

This has been quite a stretch for the band. 
What’s been the most surreal part of this 
whole whirlwind? 

It has been a whirlwind. That’s the only way to 
describe it. Being backstage and chatting with 
Elvis Costello at the Town Hall for the “Inside 
Llewyn Davis” concert was pretty surreal. 


How did that appearance come together? 
We have a friend in Punch Brothers who 


works with T Bone Burnett, and I guess 
he played our music for him one day. We 
got acall from T Bone shortly after that 
saying, “How can I help? What can I do?” 
The concert was a month away, and he 
asked if we'd be on it. 


I guess there’s no confusion as to who’s 
calling when T Bone introduces himself 
on the phone.

{Laughs.]} For a second I didn’t believe it was 
really him. I was like, “Really? T Bone is really 
calling us?” But it’s true. 


You also appeared on the new season of 
“House of Cards.” 

That was one of those crazy things. The 
director of the show saw the band play in 
Hudson, N. Y., and was like, “I’ve got a role 
coming up for a singer. Would you want to 
do it?” I was like, “Sure,” but I figured there 
was no way it was actually going to happen. 
Then two weeks later I was on my way to 
Baltimore to film this scene. I shook Kevin 
Spacey’s hand like 20 times in a matter of 
three hours. It was bizarre. 


That’s one of those shows people tend to 
binge-watch. Are you a binge TV watcher? 
Yes, absolutely. It’s my vice. In fact, it’s prob- 
ably my only vice. 


What’s the last show you devoured? 

The newest season of “House of Cards.” 
{Laughs.] It was a little weird. I almost forgot 
I was on it, and when I got to the episode I 
was in I was like, “Holy {[bleep]}!” 


The turning point for the band really arrived 
with that Jackson 5 cover in late 2012. 
Absolutely. We decided to go full-time with 
the band about a month before that video 
went viral. So it felt like one of those signs 
from the universe. 


What was the first sense you had that the 
song was Catching on outside your circle of 
friends and family? 

It was pretty drastic. Overnight it went from 
like 50,000 views to 300,000. I was notified 
because I’m connected to the YouTube ac- 
count, and I was getting emails like, “You have 
a view. You have a view. You have a comment.” 


Does YouTube really send an email with 
every view? | imagine you adjusted those 
permissions pretty quickly. 

{Laughs.] It was terrible! I immediately went 
and changed my settings on YouTube. I'd get 
an email every time there was a comment 
and every time there was a new subscriber, 
and even that was insane. Overnight we had 
like 400 new emails. It was like, “What’s 
going on?” 


Do you have a favorite viral video? 

I should probably say a music one, but I’d say 
I mostly watch cat videos—kind of like the 
rest of the world.

Jason Lord dishes on balancing 


the funny with the serious

Thanks to a recent court ruling, same-sex 
couples in Cook County can now get mar- 
ried immediately rather than having to wait 
until June. And while that’s an occasion for 
joy, sometimes enthusiastic interference from 
families and friends can lead to misunder- 
standings and awkward outcomes. 

Enter 4 Days Late, a Chicago comedy-the- 
ater ensemble best known for their reality TV 
parody, “Jersey Shore: The Musical,” which 
ran for nine months in 2011-2012. Now they 
return with “Tony n’ Timmy’s Wedding: The 
Bachelor Party”—a parody of “Tony n’ Tina’s 
Wedding,” which ran for nearly 20 years at 
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‘TONY N’ TIMMY’S WEDDING: 
THE BACHELOR PARTY’

clueless hetero brother of one of the grooms 
plans the bachelor party he thinks they’d en- 
joy, with disastrous consequences. 

The show’s director and head writer is en- 
semble member Jason Lord, who in real life is 
preparing for his own wedding. In December, 
he enlisted his 4 Days Late mates to help him 
put a ring on it with his girlfriend, Jackie Prater. 
The video of his proposal, which included an 
ensemble performance of an “inside joke” song 
the two share and a video clip from actor Aaron 
Paul (“Breaking Bad”) wishing the couple well, 
went viral. We called Lord to find out more. 


The show’s inspiration: It came from a 4 Days 
Late member named Dan Gold. We were watch- 
ing the Pride Parade, and talking about gay 
rights in Chicago and how now that we're past 
the political element of gay rights, we're talking 
about the pragmatic—and that means all the 
things that formerly just straight couples had to 
worry about now became things that gay cou- 
ples had to worry about. [Laughs.] Like, “What 
are the in-laws going to say?” And, “Who's going 
to sit next to who at the ceremony?” So we're 
talking around that and the idea of somebody 
who comes from a small town and whose broth- 
er wants to impress him and just has no idea 
how to appropriately throw a gay wedding or a 
gay bachelor party seemed really amusing to us. 


Why they incorporated a “Tony n’ Tina’s 
Wedding” parody: | thought it was a fun show. 


And [Dan] thought, what if we combine these two 
ideas—did a parody of “Tony n’ Tina’s” that was 
sort of a Trojan horse for some deeper conver- 
sations about what it’s like to suddenly be a gay 
couple thrown into a straight world of weddings? 


How the marriage equality ruling affected 
the script: We had to rewrite the show. [Laughs.] 
The show originally ended with a “stand up on 
your chair and shake your fist in the air” sort of 
political statement saying, “one day.” And then 
were like, “Well, we’re going to have to change 
all that!” [Laughs.] We couldn't be happier that 
we have to make this change, of course. But 
now we bring it out of the political realm and 
make it just purely at the interpersonal level of 
what's happening with these characters. 


Balancing the show’s humor with the impor- 
tance of the same-sex marriage issue: 

4 Days Late has always been good about using 
the goofiness of our premise as a Trojan horse. 
When we did “Jersey Shore: The Musical,” we 
tricked a lot of people into seeing real theater by 
having a premise of “Jersey Shore” and having 
deeper themes underneath it. The emotional

resonance of the ruling, of how long it’s taken 
for gay men and women to acquire equal rights, 
and to be able to express who they are and who 
they love can be dealt with in a funny, goofy way 
without losing how serious and meaningful it is. 
What surprised me is how deep the emotions 
are felt by the people who are involved with it, 
while still being able to be funny. And that bal- 
ance has been a pleasant surprise. 


Don’t fear the show’s interactive components: 
As somebody who comes from the theater world, 
nothing is scarier than that moment when the 
cast members step offstage and start going into 
the audience. [Laughs.] You're like, “Please don't 
talk to me; please don't talk to me.” So we wanted 
to be very sensitive to that. There are going to be 
people who love to interact and want to come 
onstage and we want to give them opportunities. 
But if all you're looking to do is come and observe 
it, you'll have just as much fun. It’s a bachelor 
party—any nudity? There is no nudity—that we’re 
planning [laughs]—but there is a moment in the 
play where somebody makes a misguided at- 
tempt to try to assimilate to a gay lifestyle.
